Tue Hifory of Britain, as it concerns us more 
nearly then any other Hifory, fo, I think, it 
hath ex-rcif<d the Wits both of Natives and 

Foreigners ore than the Hiffory of any other 
Exropean Nation. Not to fpeak ot the Héffories of 
particul.r Pcriods, which have been compo% 
fomerimes from fecret A¢em<irs, and at others 
fiom an Inclination to drefs out real Events in 
the Language of Romane; I fay not to men- 
tion rhefe, which are frequently enough to b: 
met with in almoft all the Languages of Lurepe, 
permit me, at prefent, fo put you in mine of a 
Hiftory of Great Britain written on a more ¢x- 
tenfice Plan, and from as good, if not better, 
Authorities than aay other that I have heard of ; 
and this by an /talian, of whom and of whofe 
Work I hope I fhall be heard with Patience, if 
I {peak more diffufely. 

Th 1s Htalian is Greorio Leti, a very volumi- 
nous Wricer, but a Writer of very great Capa- 
city, if Mr. Bayle may be believed, who men- 
tions him always with high Commendations : 

This M. Leti was by Birth a Perfon of Di- 
ftinétion, tho’ he inherited from his Anceftors 
but a very fall Fortune his Uncle, who was an 
Feclefiaftick, took great Care of his Education, 
and would doubriefs have affifted him in the 
‘Progrefs of his Fortune, if he had taken his 
Advice ; but our Author being from his Youth 
aPerfon of quick Parts, and a great Lover of 
Learning, could not be dzought to relith his 
Uncie’s Countels, or prevail with hinflf to dif 
guife his Sentiments; fo that when the old 
Gentleman, who was become Bifbop of Agqua- 
pendente, prefled him either to go into the Army, 
or to receive Holy Orders, he would always an- 
fwer, Dear Uncle, The Sword or the Breviary are 
alike Arms unfit for me. The good Bifhop, at 
lat quire wearied out, told his Nephew, that he 
plainly forefaw he would one time or other be- 
come an inflert Heretick, that therefore, in Ju- 
flice to himfelf and the Church, he could do no 
le's ~~». than turn him cut of Doors.

Tre Bithop’s Sufpicion was not altogether 
ill grounded, for M. Leti having thoroughly 
confidered the Theory and Pracice, the Doctrine 
and Difiitlixne of the Romih Charch, concluded 
from tneice, that both agreed very ill with the 
Gefpel ; which induced him to retire into Geneva, 
wieve, after mature Deliberation, he embraced 
the Proteftant Religion. He quickly after dif- 
covered his Genius for Hiltory, in a great Va- 
riety.of JHorks, which were very well received ; 
and which Mr. Payle tells us, were written in 
an cafy unaffected Stile, a Thing not only com- 
mendable in irfelf, but alfo very extraordinary, 
when flowing from the Pen of an J/talian, lie 
alterwards travelled into France, where he was 
treated with KindnefS and Kefpeét, converfed 
familiarly wich Perfocs of the firft Rank, an! 
received a confiderable Prefent from Leqwis X1V. 
always javourable to the Learned. 

From Lvance he came over into England, 
and was iighly efteemed at the Court of King 
Charkes 11. ‘That Monarci ner onl, vouchfafing 
him frequent Converfations, burt alfo fupplied 
him with Five hundred Pounds cn his Arriva’, 
with a Promile of providing for him to hisSa- 
tirfaction. M. Leti had not been long here 
before he conccived a Defign of writiog cur 
Hittory, in order to which ne demanded fuch 
a Licence from the King and his Minifters : 
This was not readily granted him, on account 
of rheir Diff-reoce in Sentiment: Some be- 
lieving a Stranger altogether incapable of per- 
forming properly fuch a Work, and o:hers 
affirming it could never be fo well performed as 
by a Stranger. The King decided in his Fa- 
vour: Let }im do it, faid He, if be fucceeds, it will 
be well, if be fails, it may excite fome abler Perfon 
to a like Unde taking. Accordingly, Orders were 
given that he fhould have Accefs to all Libra- 
ries, and be furnifhed with all the Materials he 
fhould think fit to demand: Thefe Advantages 
our Author made uf of, and laboured with 
great Diligence in fulfilling the arduous Task 
he had taken upon him. Bur, asour Nation are 
natucally a little impatient, the Publick began 
to complain, that it was a long time before he 
publ.thed any Thing. This coming to the 
King’s Ears, the next time he faw our Author 
he belpoke him thus. M. Leti, J hope we shall 
Soon fee your Hifory. Sir, reply'd Leti, [ am afraid 
you will fee it ico fon. Hoav fo, reply’d the King? 
1 am apprebenfive, Sir, continued the Author, 
That it would procure me the ufual Reward of an 
Hiftovian, F anifbment, or a worfe Fate. No! No! 
M. Leti, you are too wife to deferve any fuch 
Thing, faid his Majefty: 4 Man as wife as 
Solomon, added Leti, who undertook a Work like 
mine, might find it hard to efcapethem Well! 
Well! Cry'd the King, if there is fo much Danger 
in writing Hiftery, een qurite Proverbs, as Solomon 
did, and ycu qwill be fafe enough, M, Leti was 
not contented with this, he took Care to apply 
him‘elf to all the People of Diftin@ion who 
honoured him with their Acquaintance, and 
befought them to remember that he had under- 
taken a Hiffory, and not a Panegyric or a Satire ; 
affuring them, that he would {peak Truth, in 
hopes of finding them Friends to é# and to hin. 

AT lait, Two fir Volumes of the -Work 
appeared, they were printed in Quarto, and 
contained the Ancient and Modern State of 
Great Britain. His Defign was to comprehend 
the fHifery cf our Affairs in Three Volumes 
more; Of the Tvo firft publithed he made Pre- 
fents to the Aine and Queen, to whom they were 
dedicated, to the Duke and Dutchefs of York, to 
all the great Perionag.s of the Realm, and to 
the Foreign dmbaffadors. The King fat up very 
late at Nights to read them, feemed to be very 
well faisfied, and for ten Days Leti was, to all 
Appearance, as much in the good Graces of the 
Curt asever,. At the End of that Space, his 








Book was complained of and examined in the 
Privy Council: Upon which, an Order was iffued 
for ttizing and fuppreffing all the Copies, and 
fur obliging the Author to depart the Kingdom 
In a few Days, which was according executed. 
Before he went away, agreat Prelate could not 
help intimating to him, that though he n ight 
have had the Help of Others in compofing his 
Hiltory, yet as to the Suffering, it qworld be all 
his Own; for, faid he, Seienicr Gregorio, You 
have wrote jer Other Pecple, and not fer Yourfelf : 
H Teveas ycu ought to have ewrote for Veurfelf, with- 
out vecarding Other People. 

{ fhall not make any Refl. ions on thefe- Pro- 
ceedings ; I fhall content myfelf with obferving 
that this did not hinder Leri’s completing his 

r : ° o 
Work in Holland, where in 1684, the whole 
came out in five Volumes, under the fo'lowing 
Title ; J Teatro Britanico, cvero Hiftcria della 
Grande Brettagna. Mr. Bayle, in his Republick f 
Letters for the Month of 4pril 1684, hath given 
a very fatistactory Account of the Contents of 
this Hiftory, which he fays is written with fuch 
a Freedom of Style, and fo great a Liberty of 
Sentiment, that, if the Year in which it was 
printed did not appear in the Title-Page, it 
would be a difficult thirg to perfuade the 
World that faci a Work came ou; during the 
Life-time of the Auchor, and alfo of the Princes 
of whofe A ions he fpeaks 

THe Society will obf<rve,that in the Accoune 
I have given, the fole Point I have in view is 
to put them in mind of a Work almoft wholly 
forgotten ; though as it appears from the great 
Authority I have fo ofien cited, it was once in 
Efteem, and therefore muft be always worth 
looking into. For my own Part, it hath been 
my conftant Opinion, that a plain, though pretty 
ample Defcription, Natural and Civil Hiftory of 
Great Britain, and all the Dominicns dependant 
on its Sovercign, wrircten accurately, and with- 
out any Pclisical Refleétions, would bs: one of 
the belt Books that could be put into the Hands 
of Children, and even of ufe at great Schvols, 
and, perhaps, in the Univerfities al©. At the 
firft Mention of this ir may be faid, thar there 
are slready many Books of this Narure; bute 
upon mrature Confideration I believe the Con- 
trary will appear. The Defcription I mean, mutt 
be every where exact and agreeable to Truth : 
the Natural Hiffory, plain, well founded, and 
not uzicd with unneceflary Digreffions; the 
Civil Hiftery, clear, methodical, critically exaét 
in point of Dates, and tree from all Party Leven. 
Above all, if this Hiftory were not written, i¢ 
oughr at leaft to be reviewed by a Lawyer, and 
fuch Obfrvations added as might ferve g0 in- 
culcate the Firft Principles ot that Science, on 
which our Private Fortunes and Publick Liberties 
depend. 

I contci, that in meddling with thefe Mat- 
ters, I have tranfpreffed the bounds which were 
afligned me; bart I hope the Morive which in- 
duced me to tlray beyond them, wiil excule me, 
to this. Society efpecially, every Member of 


_which I am well aflured, hath but a very mean 


Opinion of any Kind ot Knowledge which con- 
tributes not to the general Good of Mankind, 
and to the particular Benefit of his Country ; that 
Country from which we have received them all, 
and for which our Lives and Forcunes, (if they 
were not cur Ail) would be bur an indifferent 
Sacrifice. 

I perceive, Mr. Freeman, that my Letrer is 
already long enoug!; but vou fhall fhorcly hear 
from me again, on the Subje& of our fecond 
Orator’s Difértation.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


ce EY write from Perfa, That Thamas 
Kouli Kan has at laft, after a brave Re- 
fittance, made himfelf Mafter of the Cities of 
Candahar and Balck; whereby he has completed 
the Reduétion of the whole Kingdom of Perfia 
under his Dominion. 

The Advices in relation to his further Mo- 
tions are uncertain and contradi@tery. Some 
fay he had determine1 to commence a War with 
the Great Mogul; but thar the latter hat fouind 
Means to pacify him. Others fay, that. the 
Great Mogul was aétually advanc’d againft him, 
with above 600,000 fighting Men, and that the 
Perfians were fo intimidated at this vaft Army, 
that they deferted in great Numbers. And others 
there are which, giving no Authority to the laft 
Advices, afferr, that Kouli Kan feems inclinable 
to turn his Arms againft the Turks, who in that 
Cafe expeé a Diverfion from the Great Mogul 
in their Favour. Time alone can reconcile 
thefe various and contradictory Reports, and to 
That we leave them. 

We are told from Vienna, That the Turks 
have raifed the Siege of Orfova, on the Ap- 

roach of the Imperial Army. 

The following remarkabie Speech of the 
Count de Teffin, Marfhel (or Speaker) of the 
Dyet (or Parliament) of Sweden, at the Openi ¢ 
of that Affembly, in the States Hall 6n the 
zoth of May lath well deferves a Place in our 
Paper. 


Moft Potent ard moft Gracious Kine, 
Ucfuant to your Majefty’s gracious Summons, 
your moft faithful Sub eéts, the Nobility, 
have the Honour, rogether with their Brethren, 
the other Eftates of this Kingdom, of approach- 
iag the Fect of the Throne with the mott lively 
Marks of that profound Refpeé& by which they 
ever did, and ever will diflinguifh them{<lves to 
t .cir Kings, the Fathers of this Country. 

"Tis no finall Happine& for us, PiwPbcing for 
moft Part of the fame Age, we have now, at 
the sch time of our meeting fince your Majefty’s 
Acceffion to the Crown, the Joy of di(playing, 
io a full Affembly, that ardent Zeal and hee. 
étion with which we are animated for our So- 
v reign eftablifhed by Law, but we reckon it an 
Asfinitely greater Happiaefs that we have been 
excufed, at all thofe Dyets, from that Task 
which the States are indifpenfably obliged to of 
approaching the Throne fometimes, with Re- 
monftrances that are well founded, but fuch as 
are dilagreeable and melancholy to produce. 

‘Tis one of your Royal Virtues, that your 
Majefty takes no Pleafure in hearing your own 
Praites. The Tranquillity which the Kingdom 
has enjoy’d, and which it is ftill bleffed with 
en every Side, and the Ufe which has been 
mad: of our Leifure, to encourage Husbandry, 
to add richer Branches to our Commerce, and 
to train up Artificers and Manufa@urers among 
ourfelves ; all thefe things fufficiently demon- 
ftrate to the prefent Age, and will faithfully 
tranfmit to Pofterity, the Praife of that Prince 
under whofe Government fo many happy Efta- 





blifhmencs had their Commencement. It_is 
owing to the regular, uniform, and fincere Ex- 
ercife of the true Religion, that the Divine 
Bleflings multiply on the Government, and on 
the People, and that every one performs his 
Duty in Peace, and with a good Confcience. 
A State which is not diftraéted by comeftick 
Divifions, has the Satisfaétion of being efteemed 
and courted by the other Powers. A Govern- 
ment bounded by the Laws, but rendet’d De- 
fpotick by the Affeétion of the Subjects, is not 
at ail burdenfome to the Sovereign, nor uneafy 
to the People. 

The Dittribution of Offices and Favours, to 
thofe who according to Law deferve them, en- 
courages every one to do his Duty the better, 

le.fes their Hearts, and banifhes all manner of 
ill Will. 

The having a greater Regard for the Army, 
without the jealt Diminution of the Reward 
which They fo richly deferve,who facrifice their 
Lives for the Glory and Defence of the State, is 
the way to fecure and fix its Power, and to pre- 
ferve that glorious Fame which the Swedifh Na- 
tion has acquired Time our of Mind, by the 
intrepid Effufion of its Blood, and its great Ex- 
ploits. In Proportion \as Juftice is perform"d 
without Partiality or Delay in the Execution, 
the publick Security increafes, the Innocent are 
more and more incouraged, and the Seditious 
born down as it were by the Laws. : 

The Prefervation of Liberty inviolable, in- 
creafes a Confidence in the People, and gives 
Leave for their applying thofe Pains which they 
would be obliged to take for their own De- 
fence to the other Neceffities of the State. The 
Exercife and Extenfion of Commerce, produc: 
that Wealth which is neceflary for the Accom- 
plifhment of other Projects. An Application to 
the‘Arts and Handicrafts, nourifhes the Inhabi- 
tants, gives them Eafe in Proportion to their 
Labour, furnifhes them with freth Knowledge, 
and perfeéts their Induftry. A Union among 
thofe who poffe‘s the firft Offices of the King- 
dom, gives greater Weight to the Deliberations 
of the Council, and fers all other inferior Of- 
ficers a more awful Example. The patronizing 
and executing the exprefs Decrees, and the 
refpe&tful and well-inyended Suffrages of the 
States of the Kingdom, is the way to make 
them eafy and fearlefs during their Recefs. 

Moft Potent and moft Gracious King, all thele 
fundamental, general and immutable Maxims of 
your Majefty’s Reign, convince the States of the 
Kingdom that they are going into the right 
Paths that will carry them fafe to their Point of 
View ; which is, next to the Glory of God, the 
univerfal and principal Aim of pe Chriftian 
Aétion, the particular Satisfaction of your Ma- 
jefty, and the Happinefs of the Country, which 
is infeparable from ir. 

In all Governments, ‘tis common to fee Men 
inceffantly boafting themf{clves to be more zea'> 
ous than others for the publick Good ; but your 
Majefty, whofe Penetration nothing can efCape, 
cannot fail of being fully perfuaded that there 
is not one Man among us, but what is animated 
with the fame Zeal, in the higheft Degree, fo 
that fuch as a herein to furpafs others, are 
the more liable to a Sufpicion, that they have a 
fecret but fatal Defign, to interrupt the Har- 
mony betwixt the Head and Members, and to 
facrifice the Good of the Publick, either ro their 
own Advancement, or to the Maintenance of 
their own Authority. 

Thefe particular Views could not infeé& the 
States of the Kingdom affembled in the Dyer, 
who are the fincereft and the fafeft Counfellors. 
They are the moft fincere, becaulfe the Glory 
and Prefervation of your Majefty are neceflary 
to their Happinefs, and what they all pray for : 
And they are the fafeft, becaufe from an infinite 
Number of Notions which are ftarted among 
them, and all carefully debated, they fingle out 
the beft in order to form an unanimous Judg- 
ment upon them. . 

We are all full of Zeal and Submiffion to 
your Majefty: We all ardently defire the Ad- 
vantage of the Kingdom: “Tis our Duty fo to 
do; we perform ittwith Joy, and hope we thall 
never fee that unhappyT ime, when an AffeGtion 





ro yout Majelty, and a J.ove of our Country, 
will be look’d upon as rare Virtues in this Na. 
tion. 

Being animated with ghefe Sentiments, which 
are thofe of every Subject who is faithful to a 
good Sovereign, we will religioufly apply our- 
felves, mrof? Potent King, to anticipate your Ma. 
jefty’s Defires, to advance the Good of the Na- 


tion, to avert every kind of Diforder, to dif. 


cover, if there,are any dangerous underhand 
Practices, and finally to leave inconteftabie 
Proofs of our Loyalty, and our Probity. 

With thefe pure Intentions the Srares of the 
Kingdom now come before your Majefty, to re. 
ceive, with a refpectful Silence, thole gracious 
Propofals which you fhall order to be commu. 
nicated to them. 

We acknowledge that a Calm is agreeable to 
fuch who have but lately efcaped the Furies of 
the Storm ; but if it were neceffary to bear g 
Purt in the general Motion of Europe, we thould 
ftill prefer fo honourable a Courfe to an ill-tim’a 
Inaétion, and to a Tranquillity which would 
make us blufh. 

May the Lord, to whom the Government of 
all the People immediately belongs, and who 
rules them by his profound Wifdom, b: pleated 
to give Vigour and Succefs to all your Majefty's 
juft Defigns, that your Name and Memory ma 

ecome ever afting and immortal! May the Lord 
alfo grant fuch an Iffue to the Dyet which ig 
now opened, that ic may deferve to be number'd 
among the Profperities of Sweden, and that it 
may be a Means to perpetuate that Reputation 
for Probity, Valour and Fidelit,, of which the 
Goths and Swedes have been in all Times & 
tender. 

The Nobility moft humbly recommend ther- 
felves to your Majefly’s moft gracious Proteétion 
and Royal Goodnels. 


The Count de Teffin returned Thanks to the 
Nobility for having eleéted him Marfhal, or 
Speaker, of the Dyet, in the following Speech: 


ER EI now to make ufe of affeéted 

Terms to exprefs my moft humble and 
reipectful Acknowledgement to the high and 
laudable Nobility of the Kingdom, for the Fa- 
vour and Honour which they have done me this 
Day, it would look as if I had ftudied ir before- 
hand, and that I thought my Merit fuperior to 
many others. 

I {pent my Youth in Pleafures, and my riper 
Years in Retirement, as often as my Employ- 
ments would difpenie with it. To this diffe- 
reat Manner of Living ‘tis owing that I have 
learnt, in fome meafure, to know myfelf, and 
that I look upon it to be my chiect Merit, to 
be confcious that I have but little.

Our young Men, who are form- 
ing themfelves upon our Model and Principles, 
engage us in like manner to be extremely vigi- 
Jant in an Article of fuch Importance. 

In Contideration of fo pure an Intention on 
my Part, I perfuade myfelf that the high and 
laudable Nobiliry of the Kingdom, will over- 
jook any Errors which, in an Emplaymenc chat 
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js altogether sew fo me, [ may harpen to com- 
mit sgainft my Will, and for want of Krow- 
ledge ; and that they will remen ber that it is 
always more eafy to judge, than to be judged. 
| recommend myteli now, and always, to the 
4 Wiil of the high and laudable Nobiliry 
of the Kingdom.

Rents, Eat Smichficld, asked his Wife for fume 





Money, which the rofufiag, he took up a Knife 
and Rtehbed her in the Right Side, of which 
Wound he died about an Hour after. He was 
foon aftcr apprehended, and committed to New 
Prifon. 

Saturday Night laf, two Perfons were appre- 
hended and committed to the Compter, on the 
Information of Jofeph Lightbourne, (now a 
Prifoner in Newgate for a Robbery in the 
County of Effex) made by him before the Right 
Honourable the Lord Mayor, the one for being 
concerned with him in robbing on the High- 
way, and the other for the Murder of Captain 
Innes in the Old Baily, about a Year and Half 
fince. 

Sundav Night laft one Mr. Bridges who lived 
lately at Dunitable, going to Highgate by the 
Back Lane ar Iflingron, between 11 and 12 
o'clock, was attacked by three Foot-pads, who 
demanded his Money, and at the fame time one 
of them ftruck him on the Head ; bur recovering 
himfelf, and having an Oak Stick, he knock'd 
one down, upon which one of the others imme- 
diately fired a Piftol, and fhot him in the Breaft, 


after which they robbed him of a Silver Wa'ch, 


and about 7 or 8 Shillings, and, after giving 
him feveral Wounds in the Head, left him ; 
and it was with the utmoft Difficulty he re- 
turne{ to Iflington, where he was taken into a 
Houf:, and ali proper Means ufed for his Re- 
covery, but he died about Six o’Clock on Mon- 
day —— 

On Saturday laft died Mr. Collins, a Cabinet- 
Maker in Red-crofs Street, Southwark. About 
a Fortnight before his Death, he was feized 
with a Melancholy Diforder, of which but little 
Notice was taken; but within rhree Days of his 
Expiration a Madnefs was difcovered, attended 
with an Hydrophobia; but even in that he had 
Intervals, and beg’d of the Phyfician who at- 
tended him, that he would prefcribe to him no- 
thing liquid; for every thing of that Nature 
was intolerable to him: He foamed at the 
Mouth, and abhorred the Appearance of Li- 
quors, in which miferable State he languifhed 
about 24 Hours, tied down in his Bed, for fear 
of his biting any Body, when his Spirits b.ing 
entirely exhaufted, he quietly expired. About 
nine Months paft this unhappy Perfon was bit 
by a mad , but the ufual Methods ot Cure 
being taken, he wasthought to have been out of 
Danger. 

On Saturday Morning died MiG Lewen, at 
her Father's, the great yw in Cheap- 
fide. She went to Bed femingly in good 
Health, but with a ftrong Prepofleilion that fhe 
fhould die in a few Hours, which the declared 
to the Maid who lay by her. About One 
o'clock fhe was heard to groan feveral times, 
and on being fhook by the Maid, was with 
Difficulty brought to any Signs of Life. The 
Family being alarmed, 8 or, Surgeon, and 
Apothecary, were fent for, but to no Purpofe, 
for fhe expired in a very fhort time.

Crewkerne, Fuly 2. About Four o'Clock on 
Tuefday Morning laft, at Wayford, two Miles 
from this Place, a horrid Murder was committed 
by one Richard Elfwood of Clapton in this Pa-

After he had done, he went into the Street, 
told the Neighbour$ the Story, and defired them 
to ftep into the Houfe, and fee how effectually 
he had cured the old Man of committing Adul- 
tery for the future: He did not attempt to go 
off, and: was committed to Ivelchefler Gaol.
